Wallace Survives Shooting; Partly Paralyzed

paign.

The Alabama governor was 
hit several times by a gunman 
who pushed a pistol through a 
shopping-center crowd a t Lau­ 
rel, Md., Monday afternoon and 
fired point blank. A man identi­ 
fied by police as Arthur Her­ 


man Brem er, 21, of Milwaukee, 
was wrestled to the ground by 
members of the crowd and a r­ 
rested imm ediately. 
After five hours of surgery, 
police and hospital spokesmen 
said W allace’s life was no long­ 
er in danger, but some p aral­ 
ysis was reported. One physi­ 
cian said the outlook for full re ­ 
covery was not good. The gov­ 
ernor’s press secretary quoted 
doctors as saying the paralysis 
may 
be tem porary, "but we 
will know more about this in 
the next 48 hours.” He said 
Wallace will continue his cam ­ 
paign. 
Physicians 
said 
W allace 
cam e through the night in good 
spirits despite pain from his 
wounds. “ He says it hurts, and 
he’s feeling fine,” Dr 
Joseph 
Schanno 
said 
at 
a 
morning 
progress report. He said Wal­ 
lace’s condition rem ains criti­ 
cal. 
Dr. 
Herm an 
Maganzini, 
a 
heart specialist attending W al­ 
lace, said his heart is in ex­ 
cellent condition. 
“He’s doing 
rem arkably 
well 
considering 
the extent of his injuries,” M a­ 
ganzini said, 
“ I feel very optim istic about 
him ,” W allace’s wife, Cornelia, 
said after the surgery in Holy 
Cross Hospital. “ As you know, 
his nature, he didn’t earn the

Judge’ for nothing, and I ex­ 
pect him 
to continue in the 
sam e vein.” 
Doctors said Wallace, 52. was 
hit by four or five bullets. Only 
two lodged in his body. One 
was removed from around his 
right 
shoulder.

second, 
which punctured the stomach 
and lodged on the lower part of 
the spine, was left in. Bullets 
also 
pierced 
W allace’s 
right 
forearm , grazed the back of his 


left shoulder blade and grazed 
his upper right shoulder. 
Dr. Schanno said the bullet 
which cam e to rest on the spine 
may be removed in a later op­ 
eration. It is the “ blast effect” 
from this bullet that is blamed 
for W allace’s paralysis. Appar­ 
ently it did not sever the spinal 
cord, and there is some chance 
that the dam aged nerve tissue 
may heal itself. Schanno said. 
“ I think the governor is going 


to make a recovery,” Schanno 
said. “ Now what disability he 
has as a result of his wounds is

Brem er 
was

IU.S. Raids 
Stepped Up 
Against North 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
fighter-bombers wrecked North 
Vietnam ’s 
air 
defense 
head­ 
quarters on the southern edge 
of Hanoi and cut the main pine- 
line feeding tanks and supply 
trucks on the northern front in 
South Vietnam, 
the U.S. Com­ 
mand announced today. 
Intelligence reports have said 
Russian 
technicians 
and 
ad­ 
visers were known to be work­ 
ing in the headquarters, but 
there was no im m ediate com ­ 
ment on this from the com­ 
mand.

six page 
comunique 
re ­ 
porting the assessm ent of dam ­ 
age done by nearly 2.000 strikes 
in North Vietnam during the 
past week said: 
“ The North Vietnamese Air 
Defense Headquarters at Bach 
Mai air field, south of Hanoi, 
was struck by U.S. Air Force 
F4s, destroying several struc­ 
tures.” 
Bach Mai is three miles south 
of Hanoi. 
The command also disclosed 
that air strikes against North 
Vietnam have been stepped up 
to an average of 250 per day in 
the campaign ordered by Presi­ 
dent Nixon a week ago to choke 
off supply routes to the south. 
The command^ had announced 
earlier that both the northwest 
and 
northeast 
rail 
lines 
be­ 
tween Hanoi 
and China had 
been cut, and the 7th Air Force 
reported Sunday that its bomb­ 
ers had destroyed the “ Drag­ 
on’s 
Jaw ” 
bridge 
at 
Thanh 
Hoa, 80 miles south of Hanoi, a 
key 
link in North Vietnam ’s 
supply network 
But spokesmen said that the 
effects of the aerial cam paign 
on the enemy offensive in the 
south would not be known for 
at least 30 days. They esti­ 
mated that the North Vietnam ­ 
ese had a m onth’s supply of 
fuel 
close 
at hand for their 
tanks and vehicles in the south. 
Fighting in

slowed down, hut the reason 
was not im m ediately clear. One 
U.S. m ilitary source said the 
enemy may have pulled back to

earlier this year, said tuition 
rebates to parents of non-public 
school students, 95 per cent of 
whom go to parochial schools, 
was just as unconstitutional. 
“The fact that the bill that is 
before you is an im m ediate re ­ 


sponse to the court opinion in 
no way shows a lack of respon­ 
sibility on the part of the legis­ 
lature,” Murdock asserted to 
those who did show up for the 
hearing.

for ways to improve a bill,”

Lack. The jingle in the pocket has a 
duller tone because of the metals used 
in coinage today, but the supply turned 
out by the U.S. Mint finally is beginning 
to catch up with the demand 
That 
is particularly 
true 
of the 
Kennedy half dollar, which for years 
had ihe unique distinction of being the 
scarcest contemporary coin ever turned 
out by the hundreds of millions. Part 
of the problem was the rising price 
of silver, which placed a premium 
\ alite on the intrinsic worth of the older 
part-silver coins. 
Most of those coins long ago were 
culled from 
circulation. 
Coins now 
being minted contain no silver. The 
tlOO million Kennedy halves minted last 
year 
have 
overcome the hoarders’ 
appetite in most places. 
The Eisenhower dollar, also with no 
silver content and 15 per cent lighter 


in weight than the older silver dollars, 
has not achieved a balance between 
supply and demand. They are par­ 
ticularly sought in the Western states. 
A sure sign of public acceptance of 
the coins as mediums of exchange and 
not simply conversation pieces is the 
vending machine business. Machines 
with 50 cents slots which were retired 
from serves because of unavailability 
of the coins are being recalled to use.

Dear Mr. E.: 
Lumbago and low-back pain 
may have an undistinguished 
identity. But they are not in 
c o m p e t i t i o n 
with 
the 
“ aristocrat” of back diseases, 
the slipped disc. 
The diagnosis of the slipped 
disc 
is 
not 
a 
casual 
one, 
especially since the symptoms 
are 
so 
painful 
and 
in­ 
capacitating. 


There are 33 bones, or ver­ 
tebrae, that run from the neck 
to the coccyx, or tail bone. 
Between each of these bones in 
the spinal column there is a 
disc 
made 
up of solid, 
yet 
elastic, tissue. 
These discs act as protective 
shock 
absorbers 
to 
cushion 
pressure or injury to the spine. 
They 
make 
it 
possible 
f o r 
complex body m ovements to be 
made without injuring the bony 
edges of the spinal column. 
Sometimes,

long-standing poor posture, a 
sudden strain or lifting a heavy 
weight, a disc can be pushed 
out of its normal position, and 
protrude between the vertebrae.
